SUBJECT: Lead Based Paint Amendment 


Last week, Councilman Schmidt contacted Gary Baeten, Neighborhood 
Code Enforcement Administrator, requesting an amendment to the 
lead-based paint ordinance. Councilman Schmidt specifically asked 
that we provide an amendment that would describe, in ordinance 
form, the procedure to be followed_in lead-based paint abatement. 


It is my view that it would be inappropriate to begin citing 
specific procedures for compliance with City Codes in the 
ordinance. If we were to start this, -the volume of the Safe 
Housing Ordinance would increase one hundred-fold in a very short 
period of time. 


However, in recognition of Councilman Schmidt’s concern, I want to 
assure Council Members of the abatement procedure that will be 
utilized by Neighborhood Code Enforcement. That procedure is shown 
below, and will be the enforcement reference for anyone cited for 
violation of lead-based paint regulations. 


1) The floor and/or ground shall be covered with tarp to 
collect paint chips. Loose, peeling, or cracking 
surfaces shall be scraped and thoroughly washed, 
including floor surfaces, window sills, woodwork, and 
tables. Lead-based paint chips and flakes shall be 
contained in a sealed plastic bag and stored where 
children cannot come into further contact. 


2) Children shall not be present in the work area, and 
workers in the area shall be particularly careful to 
shower and wash clothing before contacting children. 


3) Safety goggles and approved respirator masks shall be 
used by all workers in the area. Workers shall leave the 
area and thoroughly wash their hands and arms before 
eating, drinking, or smoking. 


4) Surfaces must be sealed by repainting with at least two 


(2) coats of non-leaded paint, or they must be covered 
with a suitable material such as wallboard, wallpaper, 
contact paper, plywood, plaster, or other paneling 
material. 


I hope this will resolve the concerns expressed by Councilman 
Schmidt while not setting a precedent that we describe specific 
improvements or code correction procedures in the text of the City 
Code. 


Again, while we do not recommend including these procedures in the 
ordinance, as a courtesy to Councilman Schmidt, we have attached 
the draft ordinance amendment he requested.
